DEMITTING THE MINISTRY 

May i8th, 1913, I received a communication from the Rev. R. 
Foster Stone, of Sacramento, Cal., as follows: — 

"This is to certify that I am employed wholly in secular calling 
and you are hereby authorized to withdraw my name from the min- 
istry of the Lutheran Church and membership of the Synod of New 
York. Owing to a fire which destroyed my papers as well as most 
of my books, I have no documents to deposit with Synod hence 
withdraw without any modifications or qualifications whatsoever.

In view of this letter, I directed the Secretary of Synod to drop 
his name from the clerical roll and caused notice of this action to 
be published in the columns of the Lutheran Observer and the Lu- 
theran Chu ch Work, in accordance with Art. V, Sec. 7. 

PROCESS AGAINST A MINISTER 

With the greatest regret, I am compelled to report for this year 
two cases of this sort. My position has been most difficult by reason 
of them and I have many times wished that one of my predecessors 
might have handled these in view of their riper experience and 
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maturer judgment. I have tried to follow the directions of our Con- 
stitution in spite of criticism. In view of Sec. ii of Art. XI, I am 
somewhat at a loss to know how much of these matters I may report 
at, this time. 

November 20th, 1912, formal charges were lodged with me against 
the Rev. Walter Tipple, pastor of our church at Poestenkill, N. Y., 
by the Church Council accusing him of embezzlement and false- 
hood. Following Art. XI, Sec. 5, of division 3, I communicated 
with the accused at the only address I was able then to obtain, 
stating that the charge of embezzlement had been made against him 
as well as falsehood and that a Committee would be appointed ac- 
cording to the direction of the Constitution to investigate these 
charges. On November 30th, 1912, I appointed as such Committee 
Revs. C. W. Leitzell, D.D., W. M. Baum, Jr., D.D., H. M. Ober- 
holtzer, D.D., A. A. Frederick, and A. S. Hain. This Committee 
having notified the accused, met at Albany, N. Y., on December i6th, 
1912. Following their report, with the concurrence of the President 
of the Hudson Conference, on December 28th, 1912, I wrote to Rev. 
Mr. Tipple suspending him from the "office and functions of the 
ministry" until his case should be finally decided by the Synod as 
per Sec. 8 of Art. XI, of our Constitution. On September 8th, 1913, 
I gave formal notification to Mr. Tipple to appear at this convention 
of Synod to receive the final decision of this body in his case. I 
await your determination as to the mode of procedure in the final 
disposition of the charges, being ready to submit all the proceedings 
at your pleasure. 

At a meeting of the Ministerium of last year on September 25th, 
1912, (See the Minutes of 1912, p. 72), this action is recorded, "The 
Ministerium called the attention of the officers of the Hudson Con- 
ference to Art. XI, Sec. 4, of the Constitution, as applying to this 
matter." This reference of the Minutes as we well understand re- 
fers to the rumors that had been circulated concerning the Rev. 
John Erler. Following the meeting I received no communication 
from the officers of this Conference and on October 26th, 1912, fol- 
lowing a request from Rev. Dr. Erler that he be dismissed to the 
West Pennsylvania Synod, having accepted a call to a congregation 
within the bounds of that Synod, I granted that request, no charges 
having been lodged with me against him and unable to learn that 
any were being formulated. The President of the West Pennsyl- 
vania Synod acting within his rights refused the letter in view of 
rumors which had come to him. In view of this. I undertook to 
have the Hudson Conference hasten matters in this case. On De- 
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cember 4th, 1912, formal charge of immorality were filed with me 
by the officers of the Hudson Conference against the Rev. John 
Erler, Ph.D. At once, I notified him of the same and acting under 
the direction of the Constitution (Sec. 5) I appointed on December 
2ist, 1912, the following Committee of Investigation: Revs. F. H. 
Knubel, D.D., J. F. W. Kitzmeyer, G. U. Wenner, D.D., William 
Freas, W. H. Feldmann. An amended charge signed by the officers 
of the Hudson Conference was filed with me on January 2d, 1913, 
and copies of the same were sent to the Chairman of the Committee, 
Dr. Knubel, and to the accused. The Committee called a meeting 
in New York City on January 23, 1913. Under date of February 
24th, 1913, I received the report of that Committee, including 72 
pages of typewritten testimony as well as several papers forming a 
part of and accompanying the testimony, all of which are in my 
possession and await your disposition. The report of the Committee 
recommended that a public cengure be given Rev. John Erler at this 
convention of Synod. On March 3d, 1913, following an unsuccessful 
attempt on the suggestion of the Committee to offer advice to the 
accused, I sent to him a copy of the report of the Committee, also 
a copy to the Secretary of the Joint Council of the Seven Valleys, 
Pa., churches which had requested the same. Under the same date 
I sent to Rev. G. M. Diffenderfer, D.D., President of the West Penn- 
sylvania Synod, a copy of the report of the Committee and notice 
that I did on this date, revoke the certificate of dismissal granted to 
Rev. Erler under date of October 26th, 1912. Of that action I also 
notified our Secretary and Rev. Erler. In the carrying out of this 
report of the Committee I shall ask the counsel of the Synod, first 
in a session of the Ministerium. The Rev. Erler was also formally 
notified to appear at this convention of Synod for the final action in 
this case. I am bound to write here that much of the correspondence 
that has followed the decision of the Committee, maintained by the 
accused has been very disagreeable to me and very persistent on his 
part. The Committee who had in charge the investigation of this 
case deserve much gratitude at our hands for painstaking labors. 
Hampered as they were, they exhausted their resources in the at- 
tempt to give us the truth. A copy of their report is annexed await- 
ing your decision as to the making of it public. 
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committee's report on the investigation op charges preferred 
against rev. john eri*er, ph.d.

President of the Synod of New York: 

Dear Brother : — As a Committee of Investigation, constitutionally 
appointed by you, to investigate matters pertaining to a member 
of the Synod, Rev. John Erler, Ph.D., we regret to report our belief 
that Dr. Erler did not in all respects assist the Committee in its 
work, especially in that our varied efforts to hear a certain important 
witness were variously frustrated by means (especially legal means, 
contrary to the Constitution of Synod), which it seems to us he 
could have obviated. 

We submit to you our findings, as follows : — 

We find the said Rev. John Erler, Ph.D., guilty, by the testimony 
and correspondence submitted herewith: 

Of gross disregard for the admonition of God's Word: "A bishop 
must be one that ruleth well his own house (but if a man knoweth 
not how to rule his own house, how shall he take care of the Church 
of God?") I Tim. 3:4, 5. This in two respects: — 

(a) Permitting, according to his own statements, grossly immoral 
conditions to exist, involving inmates of his own household and 
causing scandalous reports in various places (in which reports his 
own name became finally involved) — ^yet without sustained effort on 
his part to coprect such conditions. 

(b) Permitting one who was in his charge and who was in a pos- 
sible state of pregnancy to be taken for treatment to a physician 
(whether or not he knew that an abortion would be attempted) 
whom he claimed to know as a flagrant abortionist. 

We submit these findings to you for action in accordance with the 
Constitution of the Synod. We recommend that public censure and 
admonition be administered by you before the Synod and be thus 
entered upon the Synod's minutes.

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CANDIDATES FOR ORDINATION 



Under date of March 3d, 1913, George H. Kling, a senior student 
at Harwick Seminary, wrote me that he desired "Permission to 
Preach" according to Sec. 11, Art. Ill, having received a call from 
the Second Lutheran Church at West Sandlake, N. Y. In accord 
with the mentioned article of the Constitution, I issued the same on 
March 28th, 1913. 

March 14th, 1913, E. ly. Davison, of Hartwick Seminary senior 
class, informed me that he had received a call from the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church at Raymertown, N. Y., and requested that there 
be issued to him a "Permission to Preach." I issued such permis- 
sion on March 28th, 1913. 

May 20th, 1913, George T. Heintz, of the senior class at the Hart- 
wick Seminary, requested an official "Permission to Preach" stating 
that he had received a call from the Evangelical Lutheran Church 
at Saugerties, N. Y. On May 22d, 1913, such permission was issued. 
These three make application for ordination and have been referred 
to the Examining Committee. 

Frederick Ellermann, a student of Breklum, Germany, and later of 
the Susquehanna University, Pa., makes application for ordination, 
having received a call from St. Paul's German Lutheran Church, 
Syracuse, N. Y. His application has been referred to the Examin- 
ing Committee. 

March 14th, 1913, Paul M. Young, of the senior class of Hart- 
wick Seminary, personally made application to me for Ad Interim 
License. The facts as given me in the application were — that the 
Rev. J. P. Krechting, who had offered his resignation of the New 
Germantown, N. J., congregation to take effect on April ist, 1913, 
felt that he would physically be unable to serve on Easter Sunday 
at the entire Communion service and desired Mr. Young, who had 
supplied the pulpit during portions of the time of Dr. Krechting's 
illness, to assist him at that service, and he joined in the application 
of Mr. Young for the license. Further, Mr. Young was desired to 
supply the pulpit of his father. Dr. J. J. Young, of New York City, 
during the absence in Europe of Dr. Young. The congregation of 
St. John's Church felt that it was necessary that a supply should be 
able to perform all ministerial acts and, therefore joined in the re- 
quest for the license. To this application, I made reply that the 
question was one that I did not feel capable to answer on my own 
initiative. The Constitution offered as it seemed to me, no"*^ clear 
direction and I had no knowledge that our Synod had taken any 
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definite action on this feature of licensure. Knowing that it had 
been a practice of two of the three Synods now composing this body 
and that the Fornrala of Government recognizes in Chapt X, licenti- 
ates, I fch that, in spite of any personal views that I had, there was 
some basis for the request. Accordingly, I directed an inquiry to 
the Executive Committee, the Examining Committee, the President 
of the General Synod and Chairman of the Education Committee 
and the President of the Southern Conference, The majority of the 
responses to this inquiry were in favor of granting an Ad Interim 
License, I did issue such a license on March 21st, 1913, to expire 
on the date of the meeting of this Synod in its annual convention. 
Mr. Young makes application for ordination at this convention of 
Synod and his request has been referred to the Examining Com- 
mittee, I ask for the Synod's approval of this act in this special 
case. 

APPLICATION FOE ADMISSION TO SYNOD 

September 2d, 1913, the Rev. J. C. Reichert, of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Ministerium of New York, made application to join our 
Synod. As he was not granted a letter of dismissal to us, because 
it is against the policy of the Ministerium, I have referred his ap- 
plication to the Examining Committee, according to Art. VII, Sec. 
S, of our Constitution. 

UNION OP CONGREGATIONS 

July 1st, 1913, the Church of the Atonement, of Syracuse, N. Y., 
and the Evangelical Lutheran Church, of Clay, N. Y., formed a joint 
pastorate, with the sanction of the Board of Home Missions, the 
Rev. A. S. Hardy as pastor. 

APPI^ICATION OF NEW CONGREGATION 

Bethesda Danish Lutheran Church, of Newark, N. J., was or- 
fganized on March 13th, 1913, and incorporated on May 9th with 
a membership of 40. Rev. V. A. M. Mortensen is the pastor. This 
congregation now applies for admission to the Synod. 

Christ Evangelical Lutheran Church, Rosedale, L. L, was or- 
ganized February 25th, 1913; incorporated March 25th, 1913, with 31 
members. This congregation now applies for admission into the 
Synod. 
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DEDICATIONS 



October 6th, 1912, the Church of the Redeemer, Jersey City, N. J., 
dedicated its completed, or church auditorium proper. The building 
is frame and shingle, Gothic style. Writing of it, the pastor says: 
"The Church of the Redeemer now has a church auditorium, base- 
ment, parish hall, special choir and infant school-room and a mod- 
ern parsonage. The cost of the building and property is $40,000.00 
upon which there is an unprovided for indebtedness of $6,000.00. 
Taking part in the services of dedication were Rev. H. H. Weber, 
D.D., Secretary Board of Church Extension ; Rev. Carl Zinssmeister, 
Missionary Superintendent Synod of New York ; Rev. F. H. Knubel, 
D.D. The act of dedication was performed by the pastor of the 
church. Situated in the residential section of the city, the church is 
sharing in the rapid growth of the neighborhood." 

December ist, 1912, the parish house of the Church of the Holy 
Comforter, comer of Woodycrest avenue and West 165th street, 
Highbridge, Bronx, N. Y., was dedicated. The sermon was preached 
and the act of dedication performed by the President of the South- 
ern Conference, the Rev. J. F. W. Kitzmeyer. Addresses were de- 
livered by Revs. J. J. Young, D.D., F. H. Knubel, D.D., F. W. Baum 
and William Freas. The parish house is a three-story structure, 
the first floor occupied by the sexton, the second, arranged for wor- 
ship, the third, occupied by the pastor whose rent will be applied 
on the interest. The original price of the building was $12,000.00 on 
which $2,500.00 has been paid in donations and cash. Repairs have 
been made to the extent of $500.00. There remains an outstanding 
indebtedness of $9,500.00 in two mortgages of $9,000.00 and $500.00 
respectively. 

St. Mark's Church, of Jamaica, N. Y., was dedicated on April 
20th, 1913. At the morning services, the Rev. H. H. Weber, D.D., 
preached and conducted the worship of offerings. At the 2 : 30 p. m. 
services the edifice was dedicated by the pastor, Rev. Max Hen- 
ning, assisted by the Rev. J. F. W. Kitzmeyer, President of the 
Southern Conference; the Rev. Fred. Brezinski, the German Secre- 
tary of Synod of New York, delivered an address and the Rev. A. 
Stewart Hartman, D.D., preached. At 7 : 45 p. m.. Rev. C. H. Yet- 
tru, of HoUis, L. L, preached. Services were continued on Mon- 
day evening with addresses by several visiting clergymen and the 
evening closed with a public reception. The pastor writes: — ^The 
total sum of $1,890.00 was raised and the services were all well at- 
tended. The congregation now numbers 109 members; the Sunday 
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school consists of 170 teachers and students; a Boys' Brigade of 38; 
a Luther League of 28 ; a Ladies* Aid of 26 members and a German 
and an English choir. Since January ist, 1912, to date, the sum of 
approximately $12,000.00 has been paid out by the Treasurer. The 
indebtedness is :— $4,500.00 first mortgage ; $1,500.00 second mortgage 
(Board of Church Extension) ; a note of $1,600.00 (covered by sub- 
scriptions). 

In these recorded joyous occasions of the churches, we would join 
in hearty sympathy and trust that the spiritual harvest shall be 
richer still. 

PIPE-ORGAN DEDICATION 

On Sunday evening, August 17th, 1913, a new pipe-organ costing 
$1,500.00 was dedicated in Gilead Church, Center Brunswick, N. Y. 
At this occasion the sermon was preached by our Treasurer, Rev. 
J. G. Traver, D.D. With the contribution by the Carnegie Fund, 
the popular subscription provided an amount to fully cover this cost 
of the organ and an excess of $400.00 which was used in the paint- 
ing of the church and parsonage buildings. This church under the 
leadership of its pastor has during the year, placed and fully paid 
for a lighting plant of $700.00 cost ; reduced a debt of $400.00 ; rais- 
ing during the year beyond the apportionment and regular expenses 
$2,250.00. The spirit of liberality has its own fine compensation and 
we feel assured that the people of Gilead congregation are receiving 
a goodly measure of it. 

RE-OPENING SERVICES 

On October 20th, 1912, Trinity Lutheran Church, Newark, N. J., 
after extensive repairs consisting of an addition 30x60 feet, for 
Sunday school purposes, new pews in the auditorium, a bell placed 
in the tower, new lectern, a gift, and an individual Communion set, 
was re-opened with special services. The cost of the improvements 
was in excess of $4,000.00 of which $1,000.00 were provided in. cash 
and the remainder secured by loan. At the services on Sunday 
morning, the Rev. A. Stewart Hartman, D.D., was the preacher. 
Pastor J. F. W. Kitzmeyer, President of the' Southern Conference, 
represented the Synod and delivered fin address. The pastor, Rev. 
W. H. W. Reimer, performed the act of dedication. On Sunday 
evening, the Rev. George A. Gensmer, of Newark, N. J., preached. 
The special services continued into the week during which the fol- 
lowing ministers delivered addresses or sermons : Rev. G. B. Young, 
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D.D., Brooklyn, N. Y. ; Rev. E. E. Neudewitz, Jersey City, N. J. ; Rev. 
Carl Zinssmeister, New York City ; Rev. J. E. Heindel, Jersey City. 
N. J. ; Rev. A. Walter Baker, Jersey City ; Rev. Eugene Burger, New 
Hyde Park, Long Island, N. Y. The property of Trinity Church 
has now a valuation of $15,000.00 with an outstanding indebtedness 
of $6,000.00 in first mortgage and a bank note which will be paid in 
the near future. 

The church at Hartwick Seminary, N. Y., was re-dedicated after 
extensive repairs, costing over $1,000.00. A steel ceiling has been 
put in the church, the side walls re-decorated, a new carpet laid on 
the floor, a new altar and rail, new lectern, baptismal font, a small 
pastor's room, and re-shaping of the chancel. The font, lectern and 
altar were gifts. The President of Synod preached the sermon, the 
dedicatory prayer was offered by Dr. Alfred Hiller. Revs. Drs. 
G. B. Hiller, W. M. Baum, J. L. Kistler and Rev. A. J. Traver took 
part in the services. 

The pastor of Zion Church, German Valley, N. J., writes that on 
July 27th, 1913, after repairs of the building and re-decorations in- 
volving an outlay of $750.00 the church was opened again with ap- 
propriate services. 

On Sunday, September 14th, 1913, the Church of Our Savior, Jer- 
sey City, N. J., after being in the hands of carpenters and decorators 
for two months, was re-opened with services of special purpose. At 
the morning service Rev. H. H. Weber, D.D., preached the sermon 
and in the evening of the same day the Rev. L. B. Wolf, D.D., de- 
livered the sermon. On Tuesday evening, the Rev. W. H. Stutts, 
President of the Southern Conference, and Rev. J. F. W. Kitzmeyer 
were the preachers. On Thursday evening, the services were con- 
cluded with a congregational social with neighboring pastors in at- 
tendance. The main auditorium, as the pastor informs me, has been 
artistically decorated, the exterior of the church has been painted, 
an entire new roof placed and thus the entire church building put 
into a fine condition. Approximately $2,700.00 has been the cost of 
these, one-half of which amount is provided for. 

The First Lutheran Church at Albany, N. Y., has been greatly im- 
proved by a re-decoration of the interior of the auditorium, new tile 
in vestibule, electric lighting installed, organ repaired, velvet carpet 
renewed in church' and extensive repairs to the exterior. The total 
expenditures arfe about $3,000.00. .On Sunday, September 28th, 1913, 
appropriate services were held. At the morning service, the Rev. 
L. B. Wolf, D.D., was the speaker. 

The first English Lutheran Church, Paterson, N. J., reports that 
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four new memorial windows were added during the year and a room 
remodeled in the basement for young people's services at an ex- 
pense of $100.00. 

NEW PARSONAGES AND REPAIRS TO OTHERS 

During the year St. Paul's Church, Coney Island, N. Y., has pur- 
chased a new parsonage, a house of fifteen rooms at an expense of 
$6,000.00. It is needless to say that the pastor is rejoiced at this 
advance step in the congregational life. 

The church whose guests we now are, at the beginning of the 
year, purchased ground and started excavation for a parsonage, of 
which the pastor took possession in May. Located on Fifth avenue, 
and finished throughout with hard- wood, supplied with all modern 
conveniences, at a total cost of approximately $4,200.00 of which 
sum $1,800.00 were provided at a congregational meeting with the 
remaining indebtedness to be paid for in monthly installments, the 
pastor is justly proud of the accomplishmentb of the year. 

The parsonage of the Second Church at West Sandlake has been 
thoroughly repaired and re-decorated at an expense of $200.00. 

The parsonage and Church of the Redeemer, Troy, N. Y., have 
each been re-decorated during the year. 

DEBTS RAISED 

The church at Saugerties, N. Y., paid a small indebtedness of 
$75.00 remaining on the parsonage and thus have cancelled all debts 
on the entire church property. 

St. James, Gloversville, N. Y., paid $700.00 on its debt during the 
year, thus reducing the entire amount to $3,300.00. In addition to 
this and the building of a parsonage, new hymnals were given to 
the congregation by the Ladies' Aid Society, and a new baptismal 
font, made possible by the legacy of Mrs. Mary E. Lockwood, has 
been ordered and will soon be in place. 

ANNIVERSARIES 

Christ Lutheran Church, Ellenville, N. Y., celebrated its fiftieth 
anniversary on Sunday, October .20th. Because of other pressing 
Synodical duties, we could not accept the invitation to be present 
with this people and pastor at this time. The morning service with 
Holy Communion was held at 10 : 30 a. m., the sermon being de- 
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livered by the Rev. Luther M. Kuhns. At the evening services which 
were attended by many from the neighboring congregations, the Rev. 
Howard E. Snyder was the preacher. The Rev. Luther M. Kuhns 
addressed the young people, and congratulatory addresses Were pre- 
sented by Rev. H. P. Hobson, of St. John's Episcopal Church, and 
Rev. W. W. Wilcox, of the Methodist Church. The Committee's 
report showed that $225.00 had been raised on a special fund and 
the pastor announced that for the future all services would be con- 
ducted in the English language, except one service held the first 
Sunday in each month. We offer the felicitations of the birthday 
season to this pastor and his people. 

The First English Lutheran Church, of Lockport, N. Y., began 
the celebration of its seventy-fifth anniversary with an historical 
sermon by the pastor, Rev. H. J. Watkins, on Sunday, October 27th, 

1912, at 10 : 30 a. m. At the evening services of that day, several 
societies participated through the addresses of their members; and 
the Rev. E. P. Marvin, a faithful friend of the pastor and people, 
delivered an address. On Wednesday evening following, a reunion 
of the church and friends was held, in which several members of the 
church spoke and the Rev. R. C. Deitz, President of the Western 
Conference, delivered an address. The evening closed with a de- 
lightful social affair. The anniversary closed with the Communion 
service on Sunday, November 3d. The pastorate of Rev. Watkins 
covered a period of twenty-nine years and though greatly afflicted 
by sciatica for four years, for two years past he had missed but one 
Sunday in his service as pastor and teacher of a class in the Sunday 
school. During that period of twenty-nine years, the total benevo- 
lence of the church was $14,625.00 and the entire contributions $62^ 
558.00, a yearly average of $2,157.00. The church has passed, in its 
history through severe trials and at one time a resolution to disband 
was decided upon. But now at seventy-five years of age it gives 
promise of a fair and spiritual future. May rich blessings attend 
them. 

The thirtieth anniversary of our beloved former President, Rev. 
W. M. Baum, Jr., D.D., as pastor of St. Mark's had its initiative in 
a public reception tendered him by the members of the church and 
the people of the village of Canajoharie, N. Y., on January 31st, 

1913, in St. Mark's chapel. Large numbers gathered in the taste- 
fully decorated room, young ladies meeting the guests and escorting 
them to the receiving line. Mr. B. F. Spraker at the proper time 
voiced the hearty congratulations of those present and announced 
that as a memorial of the occasion, it was proposed to make perma- 
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nent improvements to the church chancel. Mr. Willet F. Cook, also, 
spoke paying a tribute to Dr. Baum's long and faithful labors. The 
pastor made happy response to these addresses. Refreshments were 
served during the progress of the evening at tables bearing floral 
tokens of the anniversary. Revs. A. Hiller, D.D., Hartwick Semi- 
nary; C. G. Empie, St. Johnsville, and Rev. J. E. Grant, Fulton- 
ville, were the representatives of visiting clergy. On Sunday morn- 
ing, Dr. Baum preached the anniversary sermon reviewing the work 
of the past and expressing confidence for the future. At this service 
it was announced already from 140 sources $1,060.00 had been con- 
tributed to make effective the proposed permanent memorial. The 
Sunday school continued the celebration and addresses were made 
by Prof. W. J. Klopp, Rochester, N. Y. ; Dr. Baum and Rev. F. J. 
Baum, New York City. At the evening services the Rev. F. J. 
Baum was the preacher. The Synod, we are sure, joins in the 
heartiest congratulations of this occasion and prays that many years 
of mutual labors may yet be the portion of St. Mark's, of Cana- 
joharie, and Dr. Baum the much-beloved pastor. 

St. lyuke's Church, of Amsterdam, N. Y., Rev. W. Edgar Pierce, 
pastor, observed its twenty-first anniversary on January 12th, 1913. 
The event was made notable by the clearing of the property of its 
first mortgage indebtedness through raising the sum of $1,100.00 of 
which the pastor writes : "There is much rejoicing at this reduction 
of our interest bearing obligations." The anniversary was further 
marked by the beginning of a thorough renovation of the Sunday 
school rooms, new floors, carpets, ceiling, painting and frescoing, 
the expense of which will be met by funds in hand. We rejoice in 
the fact that this congregation has so emphasized its arrival at its 
majority. 

The twenty-fifth anniversary of the Young Men's and Young 
Ladies' Societies (now belonging to the Luther League) of St. 
Paul's German Evangelical Lutheran Church, of Oswego, N. Y., 
Rev. R. Kessler, pastor, was kept on February 2d, 1913. These two 
societies the pastor writes : "Are a Stronghold of the congregation." 
Another interesting feature of this church's life was the special 
service held for all those confirmed by Pastor Kessler in his 27 
years of service at St. Paul's. During this time 27 classes have 
been confirmed of 644 confirmants, of whom 596 are living, 48 hav- 
ing died and 170 have moved from the congregational bounds. An 
inspiring occasion it was, observes Rev. Kessler, "when those con- 
firmed by me renewed their confirmation vows; some of them 
fathers and mother's with their children, all confirmed by me." 
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Epiphany Church, Brooklyn, N. Y., observed its fifth anniversary, 
February I5th-i7th, 1913. Sunday school exercises on Saturday be- 
gan the interesting events. A birthday offering was made by the school 
of $100.00. Rev. G. B. Young, D.D., was the speaker at this time. 
The Ladies' Aid Society served cream and cake at the close of the 
exercises. On Sunday, the pastor. Rev. W. H. Stutts, preached and 
emphasized the lessons of the day. On Monday evening at 8'clock 
the anniversary services were continued in the church auditorium 
when addresses were delivered by Revs. Carl Zinssmeister, first pas- 
tor of the church, and G. C. Blessin, of Calvary Church. An offer- 
ing of about $50.00 was made. Adjournment was made from this 
service to the church basement where tables were set and the guests 
were seated. With Rev. Stutts acting as toast master the following 
responded: Revs. E. J. Flanders, C. H. Yettru, W. H. Feldmann, 
J. E. Heindel, J. F. W. Kitzmeyer and Mrs. Carl Zinssmeister. This 
church was incorporated on May 5th, 1908, and Pastor Stutts was 
installed on September 28th of same year. The present property 
was purchased March 17th, 1909, and ground was broken on June 
nth, the corner-stone laid September 19th and church dedicated 
March 13th- isth, 1910. The present membership numbers 108 and 
the value of the property is estimated at $32,000.00. The Ladies' Aid 
have raised in the five years nearly $3,000.00 and paid about $2,200.00 
to the church. The Sunday school has grown from a membership 
of 13 to 220 and have received, in that time, $1,500.00 and expended 
$1400.00. 

May 4th, 1913, the Church of the Redeemer, Jersey City, N. J., 
celebrated its fifteenth anniversary, the pastor, Rev. J. E. Heindel, 
preaching the sermon. During the week following special social 
events were participated in. The history of the church, in brief, as 
presented by the pastor who is serving his first and only pastorate 
is: "A few people met in a hall 15 years ago with the hope of 
establishing a church in the southern part of the city. Rev. Heindel 
was called as pastor. A canvass was made and plans laid for a 
permanent church home ; a piece of property 75 x 128 feet was pur- 
chased; then a chapel was built and this was again enlarged; then 
property for a parsonage was purchased and the home for pastor 
built ; a pipe-organ was purchased and finally, as noted under 'Dedi- 
cations' a completed church auditorium. The congregation became 
self-supporting in two and one-half years and the pastor's salary 
increased for 13 consecutive years." So greatly blessed have been 
the labors of our Home Missionaries that we should take new cour- 
age for the tasks that still are before us in these fields. 
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St. James' Church, Glover sville, N. Y., held an "Old Home Serv. 
ice" on the evening of June i8th, 1913. The service was well at- 
tended. Rev. Dr. G. U. Wenner and the President of S3mod were 
the speakers at that time. A social hour was enjoyed by all at the 
close of the services in the auditorium. 

VACANCIES 

It is a source of pleasure to report that the number of vacancies 
is steadily growing less. To the best of my knowledge they are as 
follows : — 

Southern Conference 

Hollis, Long Island. I have had some correspondence with this 
church in the hope that a pastor may soon be found. 

New Germantown, N. J. This congregation has called a pastor 
who will, as I am informed, be ready for service soon after this 
convention. 

Church of the Holy Comforter, Highbridge, Bronx. This church 
has had a student supply during the Summer who has had charge 
of the work at Rosedale, Long Island. 

Hudson Conference 

All vacancies have been filled by the calling of pastors or securing 
of regular supplies. 

Hartwick Conference 

Argusville and Sharon Hill charge is still without a regular pastor, 
although the pulpit has been filled for two months by Rev. J. C. 
Trauger, of Oneonta, who thus kept his vacation. 

Church of the Reformation, Gardnersville, N. Y., is supplied at 
present by Rev. A. R. Empie. 

Manheim and Ingham's Mills, supplied by Rev. Dr. Fake. 

Lutheranville, N. Y. This church seems in a hopeless condition 
as reported by the President of Conference, who has visited the 
property and conferred with the people of the neighborhood. Prac- 
tically there are no members left, and there seems no way to effect 
a joint pastorate. 

Maryland, N. Y., still supplied by students of our Seminary. 

Church of the Reformation, Lawyersville, N. Y. This church is 
being looked after by the Conference, and the President of Synod 
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has begun a correspondence with a view of arriving at a definite 
settlement of the problems before this congregation. 

Minden and Indian Castle. This charge became vacant recently 
by the resignation of Rev. Russell Barringer. Some work is being 
done looking toward the calling of a successor. 

Zion Church, Little York, N. Y., supplied by Rev. A. R. Empie. 

St. Mark's Middleburgh, N. Y., will become vacant, October ist. 

South Worcester, N. Y. This congregation had a student supply 
last year, but this Summer no arrangement could be effected. 

Frey's Bush and Starkville. A student from our Seminary has 
supplied this charge during the vacation season. 

Leesville and Center Valley have been regularly supplied during 
the year by students of our Seminary, the members of the faculty 
administering the Communion and receiving members into the 
Church. 

At its last session the Hartwick Conference took forward action 
regarding the vacancies here named and it is hoped better results 
may be reported another year. 

Western Conference 

The First English Lutheran Church, of Syracuse, N. Y., will be 
vacant after October ist, 1913. 

German Conference 

The vacancy at St. Paul's Church, Syracuse, is promised a filling 
by the call of Mr. Ellermann, who is an applicant for ordination at 
this convention Synod. 

CON]?ERENCES 

It was my privilege to attend the meetings of three of our Con 
f erences during the year. 

The Hartwick Conference met in St. Mark's Church, Johnstown, 
N. Y., May 5th-7th. There was a large attendance of the clerical 
members and the essayists were ready to respond to an interesting 
program. 

The Western Conference met with the Black Lake Church, June 
2d-4th. This Conference, though small in numbers, discussed a help- 
ful program. 

The Hudson Conference met at Churchtown, N. Y., in St. Thomas 
Church. It was a well attended meeting and discussed a large num- 
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ber of papers. A little more time given to a discussion of a fewer 
number of papers, would seem to us to add to the interest, if we are 
permitted to offer a suggestion. 

The meetings of the Southern Conference, November i8th, 19th, 
1912, and May 20th, 21st, 1913, we were not permitted to attend. 
Discussion of papers of both doctrinal and practical value are indi- 
cated by the programs sent us. 

The German Conference met at Boonville, N. Y., June I7th-i9th. 
A report from the President gives us nothing as to the program, 
except the passing of a resolution which has become the subject of 
a protest and an appeal to which reference will be made. 

MT. TABOR CHURCH 

This congregation has been greatly disturbed in its peace and its 
prosperity threatened by the acts of one, Mr. Arthur Baum, a Brek- 
lum student and just beginning studies at Hartwick Seminary. 
Without request from the President of Synod for permission, he 
arranged to become the permanent supply of this church. Difficulties 
soon arose and families withdrew. A protest was forwarded to me 
by our pastors of that city. As I had as yet received no appeal for 
advice from the Church Council according to Art. VI, Sec. 5, it 
seemed to me that I was not fully warranted in proceeding at once. 
The fact that the young man had disobeyed the Education Commit- 
tee seemed to me just reason for action on their part. Later I was 
informed that Mr. Baum proposed to confirm a class of catechumens 
on Whitsunday. I wrote him under date of April 24th, 1913, that 
such a course would be irregular and that he, not having received 
licensure nor ordination should desist. To this I received a writ- 
ten response. May 13th, stating that he had no such intentions and 
intimating that he would now withdraw from the church, ceasing 
all labors as he was seeking a Synod of more conservative character 
than ours. On May 24th a telegram from our Secretary sought 
authority from me to preside at a meeting of Mt. Tabor Church 
stating that a crisis had been reached. I responded giving that au- 
thority so far as I could confer it. A report from our Secretary 
later gave me the facts which briefly were that Mr. Baum had called 
a meeting of the congregation with the purpose of having a vote 
to withdraw from our Synod to another body. This effort was 
balked through the timely appearance of Dr. Zimmerman and our 
Secretary who assured the people that they had been misinformed 
as to the good will of our Synod and expressed to them a willing- 
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ness to join in a request for financial aid from the General Boards. 
I am pleased to report that our own Committee on Home Missions 
responded to the request and Missionary Superintendent Zinss- 
meister came upon the field. August 30th, I received information 
from him that a call sanctioned by the Board of Home Missions 
had been given to a pastor who would be on the field by October 
1st. We shall sincerely hope that this congregation shall come out 
of this trying ordeal up to a marked degree of success. I am pleased 
also, in this connection, to say that a letter from Breklum conveying 
the report of that institution to our Synod proposes action that will 
be a great help in making impossible a recurrence of such troubles 
in our congregations. I have reported at this length on the matter 
that the Synod may take any action for the future that it may deem 
wisest. 

HARTWICK SEMINARY 

The Trustees of our Seminary will, at the proper time offer their 
annual report. During the past year, the Seminary has been of sub- 
stantial value in the supplying of vacant churches with preaching 
both in the English and in the German language and three of our 
churches have found pastors this year from this source. With our 
increasing need through the multiplying of our missions, we should 
be constantly looking out young men for the future ministry. It 
will be necessary for the Synod at this convention to elect four 
Trustees to serve for three years in the places of Revs. J. P. Krecht- 
ing, D.D., and Frank Wolford, D.D., and Messrs. Henry Streibert 
and Alex. Oberlander, Esq. 

RESIGNATIONS AND APPOINTMENTS 

On December i8th, 1912, Rev. A. S. Hain, English Secretary of 
our Synod, sent me his resignation of that office, made necessary 
by his removal from the bounds of our Synod. The resignation, to 
take effect on December 30th, was accepted and in accordance with 
Art. in. Sec. 25, I appointed the Rev. A. S. Hardy, of Syracuse, as 
Secretary, pro tempore. The language of the Constitution would 
indicate that the Synod should early in the session elect a Secretary 
or ratify the appointment made. 

December 27th, 1912, Rev. J. H. Meyer resigned as member of the 
Home Mission Committee to take effect January ist, 1913. 

I appointed on March loth, 1913, the Rev. W. H. W. Reimer to 
this vacancy, term to expire 1914. 
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March ist, 1913, I appointed Rev. W. H. Stutts to a place on the 
Education Committee made vacant by the removal of the Rev. A. 
S. Hain, term to expire 191 5. 

Henry Albers, Jr., and H. A. Bade, declining to serve on the 
Brotherhood Committee, I appointed as Chairman of that Commit- 
tee on September 6th, E. S. Luckenbach, Esq. 

The President of the Synodical Society of the Woman's Home 
and Foreign Missionary Society requested me to make an appoint- 
ment of a representative to that organization at its annual conven- 
tion at German Valley, N. J., September gth-iith. The earlier meet- 
ing of the Society than our convention found us- without an elected 
delegate. I, accordingly, on September 1st named the Rev. Stanley 
Haverly, of Glen Gardner, N. J., to represent us. 

The Rev. Russell Barringer, having moved from the territory of 
the Hartwick Conference, made necessary the appointment, accord- 
ing to our Standing Rules, of one from that Conference as Keeper 
of the Roll. I named the Rev. D. A. Wright, Stone Arabia, N. Y., 
to that place. 

NEW WORK 

The President of the Southern Conference writes me that on Sep- 
tember 7th, a new work was inaugurated at City Line, Brooklyn, 
N. Y. Rev. G. B. Young, D.D., was in charge and Revs. W. H. 
Stutts and E. J. Flanders were the speakers at the meeting. The 
report indicates a very hopeful outlook, several adults and many 
children being present, beside many representatives from neighbor- 
ing Lutheran churches. 

Toronto, Canada, has been visited by our Missionary Superin- 
tendent and his report is that he had a most cordial reception. The 
nucleus of a church had already been gathered and the call is urgent. 
The Superintendent and the Home Mission Committee will, doubt- 
less, report in greater detail concerning these fields. Our opportuni- 
ties in the mission work emphasize the necessity of men and means. 

SICKNESS, BEREAVEMENT AND DEATHS 

The year has not been without its sorrows. Some of the work- 
men have fallen ; homes have been visited with sickness and bereave- 
ment has been the lot of many of our brethren. 

Rev. J. H. Weaver, D.D., is still unable to meet with us or to 
resume active work. Rev. R. Kessler writes me that he will, proba- 
bly, not be able to attend our meeting, having recently had an opera- 
tion and is slowly recovering health. 
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Rev. J. S. Paul, of Athens, N. Y., has passed through deep sorrow 
in the loss of his wife under distressing circumstances. The Rev. 
C. W. Leitzell, D.D., our Vice-President, and wife were called upon 
to mourn the loss of a son, Walter E., who passed away after a 
four weeks' illness. The Rev. W. S. F. Metzgar, of Glen Gardner, 
suffered the loss of his wife on August 9th, 1913. 

Since our last meeting, death has claimed two of our members. 

The Rev. Horatio J. Watkins, beloved pastor of the First Lu- 
theran Church, of Lockport, N. Y., for twenty-nine years entered 
into the life beyond on January 22d, 1913. Funeral services were 
held on January 24th and were in charge of the President of Synod 
who preached the sermon. The Lockport Ministerial Association 
was represented by Rev. Dr. Evans who, as well as, the Rev. Marvin, 
an old friend, assisted at the service. The burial was in Glenwood 
Cemetery, Lockport, N. Y. 

On Friday, April 25th, 1913, at Syracuse, N. Y., the Rev. George 
M. Merschroth, D.D., pastor of St. Paul's Church and President of 
the German Conference, passed away. The funeral services were 
held in St. Paul's. Rev. Reinhold Kessler and Rev. Dr. Zimmer- 
man conducted the services. The Revs. A. S. Hardy, William 
Popcke and Rev. Dr. Dattan took part in the services. 

To all who have been bereaved, or visited with sickness and to 
the families of our brethren who have passed on before us, we 
would in the name of the Synod, give expression to feelings of 
deep sympathy. 

ADDITION AI, IT^MS 

There are several matters which, it seems to me, claim the atten- 
tion of Synod. 

I. The Synod at its last convention instructed the President with 
certain duties. 

(a) That a certificate of standing should be sent to Rev. Grom- 
misch notifying him also of the termination of membership. On 
October 7th, 1912, I sent the certificate and received due acknowl- 
edgment of the receipt of the same. His name was taken from the 
clerical roll. 

(b) That a letter should be sent Rev. R. A. Hafer calling atten- 
tion to Art. V, Sec. 4. On October 7th, 1912, I wrote to Rev. Hafer 
calling attention to the action of Synod and requesting him to re- 
frain from any violation of the S3mod's ruling. I received a most 
courteous reply disclaiming any purpose to be a violator of the 
article in question. 
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2. A manifest wrong has been done to our Synod by the appor- 
tionment laid by the General Synod for the biennium (p. 148, Min- 
utes of 1913, General Synod). According to the table there printed, 
we are apportioned on the basis of 20,350 communicant members. 
This is in excess of our reported communicant membership by 2,378 
(p. 86, Minutes 1912). This error will result in charging our S)mod 
with a deficit of $3,567.00 on the apportionment each year or $7,134.00 
for the biennium. The fault is that the communicant membership 
of the independent churches, upon whom no apportionment is laid 
by us, has been added to 17,972 members reported by us. 

3. A communication from the President of the Woman's Home 
and Foreign Missionary Society of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
Synod of New York, makes the request that the Minutes of the So- 
ciety shall be published with the printed Minutes of our Synod. 1 
recommend it to you for action. 

4. The item of Ad Interim License. I recommend that the Synod 
shall definitely state its position on this subject. If favorable, to 
clearly state the conditions upon which it may be granted. If op- 
posed, — to place that on record. The mere omission of reference 
in our Constitution is not, in my judgment, sufficient. It would re- 
lieve much embarrassment of a President for the future were some 
action taken. 

5. During the year, the Synodical Treasury has been frequently in 
debt. The condition has been one to place the Synod in a very 
unenviable position before the business world. Our obligations could 
not be met with any degree of promptness. We have many congre- 
gations which have sent nothing to the Sjrnodical Treasury during 
the year. Soon after this convention adjourns there will be several 
demands made upon that account; so that there will be a necessity 
for ready funds. It is of very doubtful policy to compel our Treas- 
urer to ask extension of time in all these cases. There are ways to 
obviate this, at least, in part. There is a Standing Rule of the 
Synod which directs that of the first moneys sent to the Treas- 
urer, Synodical Treasury, Ministerial Education and General Synod 
shall have the precedence in the order named. We can, secondly, 
have a greater care for the expense account. The item of printing 
is large. I have not availed myself of the rights accorded me by 
Synod last year to employ clerical assistance (though I have greatly 
needed it at times) that we might be spared the expense nor did 
I send out any printed questions to our congregations, for the same 
reason, although this report will show the results of that, in less 
detailed account of our congregations' activities.

6. The Executive Committee has experienced considerable difficulty 
in finding a speaker for the Brotherhood topic on Tuesday evening. 
The appointed speaker and alternate were neither of them able to 
respond, and the notice of that failure was short. We are under 
obligations to Mr. Henry Streibert, of Albany, who consented to 
take the place at our urgent solicitation and in spite of the short 
time for preparation. 

In closing, I wish to express my gratitude to all the officers of the 
Synod and of the various Conferences for their courtesy and help- 
fulness during the year. I have felt free to make demands upon all 
of them as well as upon every member of the Synod and have been 
accorded the greatest consideration. Vice-President, Dr. Leitzell, 
has been of greatest service to me and a relief in many of the de- 
tails of the work during the year. I cherished, I believe, no illusion 
in undertaking the work to which you called me. My judgment 
did not coincide with yours at the time of my election as to my 
equipment for the work. If I have erred in judgment in the settle- 
ment of the perplexing questions which have arisen during the year, 
I now ask your forbearance. I have sought to serve you as best 
I knew. 

We are now entering upon our work. We have much of it for 
the time that is at our disposal. We shall need all diligence. May 
we be guided by the Spirit that all our doings and our utterances 
shall result in the permanent good of the Church and the increase 
of the Kingdom of God.

Rev. L. B. Wolf, D.D., General Secretary of the Board of 
Foreign Missions, and Rev A. S. Hartman, D.D., General 
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Secretary of the Board of Home Missions, were presented 
to Synod and received as advisory members. 

Dr. Wolf addressed Synod in the interests of Foreign 
Missions and the Laymen's Movement. 

President W. A. Granville, Ph.D., LL.D., addressed the 
Synod in behalf of Pennsylvania College. 

The Trustees of Hartwick Seminary presented their re- 
port. 

Report of the Trustees of Hartwick Seminary 

The Trustees of Hartwick Seminary herewith respectfully present 
their annual report. 

The Trustees take great pleasure in announcing that the past year 
has been one of marked advance in the interests of the Seminary. 

On December i8th, 1912, the Yetter Gymnasium, the gift of Mr. 
A. B. Yetter, of New York City, was formally dedicated with ap- 
propriate exercises. The building is an attractive structure of con- 
crete and wood, is favorably located and will be used as a gym- 
nasium and as an auditorium for the public exercises of the insti- 
tution. At the dedication exercises the building was formally and 
legally put into the hands of the Trustees by the generous donor 
and is fully incorporated in the property of the Seminary. 

At the annual meeting of the Alumni Association of the Semi- 
nary held June 24th, 1913, announcement was made of completion of 
the Alumni Professorship Endowment Fund of $15,000.00. This 
fund was started some years ago by the Alumni for the purpose of 
providing for an additional professor in the faculty of Seminary. 
Hitherto the interest on moneys contributed to this fund has not 
been available for any of the needs of the institution, as all such 
sums, by the terms of the fimd, were of necessity added to the prin- 
cipal until the completion of the amount originally set for the fund. 
It was decided to continue working for this fund until it shall reach 
$20,000.00, at the same time, allowing the Seminary to have the bene- 
fit of the interest on the sum already secured. 

The Trustees are also glad to report the election of an additional 
professor in the Theological Department of the Seminary who will 
also act as Field Secretary of the institution. In his latter capacity 
he will visit the congregations of Synod to present the claims ot 
Christian Education and the institution, to awaken interest in its 
work, to secure students for it, especially endeavoring to search for 
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candidates for the ministry, and to solicit funds for it. The Board 
of Trustees chose for this position, Rev. Frank Wolford, D.D., 
pastor of St. Mark's Church, of Middleburg, N. Y., the President 
of the Synod of New York. Dr. Wolford's broad and accurate 
scholarship, his familiarity with theological learning and thought, 
his attainments in the branches that will demand his services, and 
his clear judgment and splendid executive ability combine to make 
him an ideal incumbent for the position. He has accepted the pro- 
fessorship, has resigned his charge at Middleburg and will begin at 
once his work at Hartwick. The specific branches that he will 
teach will be determined by the Faculty. 

The Alumni Association has made Dr. Wolford the first in- 
cumbent of the Alumni Professorship Endowment Fund. He will 
be known as the Alumni Professor. 

This addition to the teaching force of the Seminary was rendered 
possible by the completion of the Alumni Professorship Endowment 
Fund and by an increase in the appropriation given to the Semi- 
nary by the Board of Education of the General Synod, $500.00 ad- 
ditional having been given to the Seminary, making the sum now 
received annually from the Board of Education $2,000.00. In view 
of this increase of appropriation, and in view of the fact that 
Synod has contributed but little more than half of the sum appor- 
tioned to it by the General Synod for the Board of Education, the 
Trustees of the Seminary urge upon Synod the great importance of 
increased support on the part of Synod of the work of the Board 
of Education and enlarged contributions for its treasury. The 
Board of Education has always been very friendly and very liberal 
to Hartwick Seminary, and since the Seminary, at Synod's request, 
has been brought directly under the control of Synod and has been 
made its property. Synod should adequately support the Board of 
Education and should contribute more liberally, working for the 
time when the full apportionment will be completely met. 

The Trustees are also pleased to announce the organization of the 
Ladies* League of Hartwick Seminary, by the women of the Church 
and others who are interested in the institution. Its object is to 
work for the advance of the Seminary and it promises to do 
efficient service. 

Other matters of interest concerning the Seminary will be briefly 
slated. 

During the last scholastic year fifty-nine students were in attend- 
ance, of whom sixteen had the ministry in view. At the last com- 
mencement held June 25th, 1913, twelve were graduated, eight in 
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the Classical and four in the Theological Departments. All of these 
graduates in theology will appear at this convention of Synod as ap- 
plicants for ordination. 

It will be necessary for Sjmod to elect at this convention four 
Trustees to serve on the Board for the ensuing three years, in the 
places of Rev. Frank Wolford, D.D., Mr. Henry Streibert, Rev. J. P. 
Krechting, D.D., and Alexander Oberlander, Esq., whose terms of 
office expire. 

The Trustees respectfully offer the following recommendations 
which they request the Synod to adopt. 

1. Resolved, That Synod views with pleasure the evidences of 
growth and progress in Hartwick Seminary and hereby expresses 
its appreciation of the faithful work of the professors and its grati- 
tude to them for their self-sacrificing devotion to the institution. 

2. Resolved, That Synod hereby indorses the action of the Board 
of Trustees in the election of Rev. Frank Wolford, D.D., as Alumni 
Professor of Theology and Field Secretary, and recommends him 
to the congregations of Synod in his official character, urging their 
co-operation and support. 

3. Resolved, That Synod learns with pleasure of the organization 
of the Ladies' League of Hartwick Seminary which it heartily in- 
dorses and recommends as an agent that can accomplish much good 
for the institution, also that it learns with pleasure of the completion 
of the Alumni Professorship Endowment Fund, and of the dona- 
tion by Mr. A. B. Yetter, of the Yetter Gymnasium, and hereby 
places on record its gratitude to the kind friends of the institution 
who have thus added so materially in the Seminary's equipment for 
effective work. 

4. Resolved, That Synod hereby expresses its gratitude to the 
General Synod's Board of Education for its support of Hartwick 
Seminary and for the increase in its appropriation and earnestly 
urges the congregations to added efforts to fully meet the apportion- 
ment for the Board as laid by the General Synod. 

5. Resolved, That Synod continue the apportionment of five cents 
per member as heretofore voted by Synod for the Van Alstine Pro- 
fessorship of the Seminary, also, that, as in the past, the last page 
of the cover of the minutes be devoted to the advertisement of the 
Seminary, also that Synod recommends to pastors and congrega- 
tions The Monthly as an efficient and well-edited helper in the 
work of the institution, and requests the sympathy, the prayers and 
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the co-operation of all in the support of this, the Synod's own 
school. 

Adopted. 

A letter from Rev. Christian Jensen, President of Brek- 
lum Seminary, Germany, reporting from that institution, 
was read. 

Communication from Breklum Seminary 

Dear Fathers and Brothers of the Synod of New York: 

We thank you most sincerely for the support received from your 
Synod for beneficiary students at Breklum Seminary for the last 
year. Since the agreement of Sunbury, Pa., between the General 
Synod and our institution in the year of 1907 we have been able 
to send to the General Synod 40 young men. Last year it was 
resolved, that our students, as far as those going to English Sjmods 
are concerned, receive an instruction preparing them to enter the 
Junior class of an American college. The General Synod at its 
session at Atchison has sanctioned this resolution. We hope that, 
by this act, we have done justice to the wishes which had been 
directed to us especially by the Eastern Synods. 

We affirm that we have always deeply regretted that some of our 
graduates have left the American Seminaries before they had fin- 
ished their regular two years' course, because they were called to 
vacant congregations. We are fully persuaded that all complaints 
in this regard will cease when the students receive their full the- 
ological training in America. They are then getting thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the conditions and situation in our German-English 
congregations, before they enter their sometimes very difficult posi- 
tions. 

We are also very sorry to hear complaints about the conduct of 
our graduate, Mr. Baum. We hope that Synod will not hold us 
alone responsible for his conduct. We had, from the very first, 
the impression that a congregation like Mt. Tabor, Syracuse, ought 
not to have been given to a young man who had just come over 
from Germany and were, therefore, not too much surprised when 
we heard of his failure. We are convinced that, if the afore-men- 
tioned course of instruction is applied, such cases which are fully as 
sad for us as for our Synod, will be impossible. 

This year we have sent to the General Synod six graduates and 
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seven others who have received only part of their training at Brek- 
lum and who should stay a longer period at some American college 
or seminary. 

We are very anxious that the Synods who have supported us dur- 
ing the last years renew their appropriation. We also direct your 
attention to the fact that, from now, you will be entitled to demand 
a student after you have supported him for a considerably shorter 
period than heretofore. We earnestly solicit your co-operation, ask- 
ing you to grant us the same sum for beneficiary education as last 
year. 

- Praying that God may bless the transactions of your Synod.

3. That the salary of the Missionary Superintendent be $1,500.00 
and that $100.00 be allowed for usual expenses.

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Rev. Carl Zinssmeister, the Missionary Superintendent, 
read his annual report. 

Annual Report of the Missionary Superintendent 

In rendering my sixth annual report, I desire first of all, to ex- 
press my gratitude to God for His loving kindness and tender mer- 
cies which have followed my work throughout the year. Also my 
heartfelt appreciation to the Advisory Committee and all others who 
helped me in any wise to extend the Master's Kingdom among men. 
It was a year of incessant toil whether of success or failure, I leave 
that with you. 

HOLY C0M]*0RTER, HIGHBRIDGE, BRONX, N. Y. 

The Superintendent had charge of this work throughout the 
Synodical year and gave it his personal attention with exception of 
the three Summer months, when Mr. John Dudde was secured, who 
through his faithful service has carried the work forward in every 
department thereof, so much so, that the elder brother's presence 
was scarcely missed. We gladly join our people in giving testimony 
to the efficiency of Mr. Dudde's work. The parish house purchased 
last year was renovated and set apart the first Sunday of Decem- 
ber last, at which time Rev. J. F. W. Kitzmeyer, President of the 
Southern Conference, and Revs. Young, Knubel, Freas and Baum 
assisted. In many respects the work of Holy Comforter is remark- 
able in its growth, particularly that of the Sunday school, which 
has now an average enrollment of 125 and taxes the capacity of 
the chapel. The moneys raised by this faithful band of workers 
demonstrates what can be done even without the usual aid of the 
Boards, if the proper methods are inaugurated and applied. With- 
out any of the questionable methods so frequently resorted to, this 
people has raised in all since last September the amount of $3,903.00, 
of which the Sunday school raised $300.00, and the Ladies' Aid 
$1,055.00. This mission now needs the vacant lot adjacent and a 
regular pastor, both of which are imperative to its growth and with- 
out which the work done will suffer and the proper development 
be retarded. . . 

ST. Andrew's, university heights, bronx, n. y. 

The work inaugurated June i6th, 1912, in Morris Heights was 
transferred to University Heights thinking that the new section 
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would afford us a greater opportunity to reach our Lutheran peo- 
ple. The Lutherans located in this section are of the more wealthy 
class and because of which have apparently little inclination in 
severing their relation with the downtown churches, and still less 
in supporting an effort to establish the Church of their faith. A 
Sunday school was organized and regularly conducted in the after- 
noon, followed with vespers until a change was thought desirable, 
when they were held on each Thursday evening until June, when 
services were abandoned after an effort was made to secure a 
student or supply and failed. It failed owing to the great increase 
in rent from $20.00 to $30.00 and heavy expense involved; some 
$90.00 per month being required to continue the work. The student 
we had in mind finally failed us owing to a call to another field, and 
the Board of Home Missions felt the result might not justify the 
effort and expenses. The Advisory Committee after due delibera- 
tion and in harmony with the action of the Executive Committee of 
St. Andrew's decided to close the mission with the under- 
standing on the part of the congregation that it be re-opened this 
Autumn and moved nearer the University, a more desirable terri- 
tory and farther away from established missions. This work 
should receive immediate attention after Synod. 

CHRIST CHURCH, ROSEDAI^E, I,. I. 

The work of this field was turned over to Rev. P. J. Alberthus, 
pastor of the Good Shepherd Church, South Ozone Park, L. I., 
who served it in connection with that rapidly growing congregation 
which began to demand all of his time. Rosedale not being an 
integral part of the South Ozone Park pastorate and more time 
and service being demanded by the people of Rosedale, the Southern 
Conference at its last session in St. Matthew's Church, Brooklyn, 
relieved Pastor Alberthus of that burden ajid turned it over to the 
Advisory Committee, which assigned it again to the Missionary 
Superintendent May ist, 1913. The congregation was organized 
while still in charge of Rev. Alberthus, the Superintendent being 
assisted by the pastor and Rev. J. F. W. Kitzmeyer, President of 
the Southern Conference, February 25th, 1913, with thirty-six mem- 
bers, and incorporated April 29th, 1913. The congregation worships 
in the Chemical Engine House, since its inception, at rather un- 
reasonable hours. The need of a lot was felt, upon which a chapel 
or church might be constructed. Rev. Dr. Weber, Secretary of the 
Board of Church Extension, visited the field and gave needed en- 
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couragement to the people so that a lot was secured on comer Lin- 
coln and Roscdale avenues, looxioo, for $1,500.00 on April 29th, 
1913, on which payment to the amount of $1,200.00, secured in gifts, 
subscriptions from many sources was made, a balance of $300.00 
carried by two laymen is still due and efforts are now on foot to 
clear the property of all incumbrances and when this is done, prepa- 
rations to build will then be inaugurated. Special mention should 
be made of Mrs. Reichenbach and Mortensen whose untiring de- 
votion to the cause have alone made above results possible. Mr. 
John H. Dudde supplied this field acceptably during the three Sum- 
mer months. Immediate attention should be given to this field. 
The application for membership to Ssmod is in the hands of the 
President. 

MT. TABOR, SYRACUSE, N. Y. 

The Advisory Committee's attention was drawn to this field al- 
ready last Autumn when the Synod was in session in the First 
Church, above city. The congregation being a member of the Ger- 
man Conference and in the western district of the Advisory Com- 
mittee, and the Superintendent busy in Greater New York, it was 
left drifting imtil the imperative cry "help us or we perish" reached 
the ear and attention of the Advisory Committee and the recovery 
of the field was given into the hands of the Superintendent, who 
reached the city June 12th, 1913, assuming charge immediately, 
preaching his first sermon June 15th, German in the morning and 
English in the evening to fair and appreciative audiences. The con- 
ditions confronting us were unusual in more ways than one, and 
no attempt of mine will be made to describe them here. The church, 
a fine structure with a large roomy parsonage, the assessed value 
$27,500.00 appealed to me as being worth all the powers of body and 
mind to snatch it from those whose design was to turn it into a 
moving picture show and laundry, for which a tentative offer of 
$15,000.00 was reported to have been made. The bank having noti- 
fied the congregation, after the five responsible bondsmen had with- 
drawn their indorsement, that foreclosure proceedings would at 
once be instituted unless new bondsmen be secured satisfactory to 
the bank. We got under the situation as rapidly as possible ; stayed 
the procedure, secured satisfactory bondsmen and then set to work 
in raising the two hundred dollars for interest due July ist, after 
which bills from many sources reached us, until a floating indebted- 
ness of some $500.00 stared us in the face. Rev. A. S. Hardy's 
sympathy, encouragement and counsel was helpful and appreciated 
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in the development of the work. We left no stone unturned and 
conducted the Sunday school and two services, midweek Bible study 
and prayer service, kept up all the meetings of the societies and 
council, elected officers where needed and pushed the work along 
all lines. In the meantime we entered into correspondence with 
several brethren with a view of arranging a visit and if mutually 
agreeable accept a call. In answer to earnest prayer the name of Rev. 
J. W. Paetznick was given, received attention, was invited, preached 
and was unanimously called to enter upon the work as pastor 
October ist, 1913. He has accepted the call and signified his will- 
ingness to assume charge as above stated. All this was possible only 
by the aid which the Board of Home Missions granted this much- 
neglected, much-abused and much-reproached Mt. Tabor Church. 

TORONTO, ONTARIO, CANADA 

At the urgent request of the people interested and in compliance 
with the action of the Advisory Committee, we reached Toronto, 
August 25th, and immediately entered upon a canvass, by 'phone, 
post and in person, arranging for an early conference with a view 
of establishing a General Synod Lutheran church. After due de- 
liberations actions were taken and the services of the Missionary 
Superintendent requested for several months for the purpose of 
laying the proper foundation. Toronto is a city of 450,000, an in- 
dustrial, commercial, educational and religious center, with a con- 
stituency of many thousands of unchurched Lutherans. True, there 
are several Lutheran churches, but they are an altogether inade- 
quate supply. The need of a more aggressive missionary acivity, 
to keep our own within the fold, is apparent. Prosperity seemed 
everywhere in evidence and with an annual growth in population 
of more than 30,000 many coming from the "States" our Church 
should be more aggressive in caring for her own. 

aTY tINE, BROOKI^YN, N. Y. 

A section of Brooklyn, lying between the two boroughs of Kings 
and Queens — the eastern end of the city of churches — which grew 
up like magic into which many Lutherans moved and were without 
a church. The eye of the Superintendent had been upon this field 
already two years ago, when in caring for South Ozone Park, L. I., 
he passed to and fro; but no time being at our command it was 
left adrift until a more opportune moment, which came through 
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the urgent appeal of a layman whose hands and heart are always 
for the extension of the Master's Kingdom. The matter being 
brought to the attention of the Advisory Committeie which appointed 
a sub-committee with power to act. The Superintendent being 
called to Mt. Tabor the development of this work was assumed by 
the Advisory Committee. A house was bought in the center of this 
section on 287 Magenta street at $3,700,00— a payment of $300.00 
made, the balance secured by first and second mortgages. Rev. G. 
B. Young, D.D., pastor of St. Matthew's, who fostered the work, 
secured the money for first payment and presided at the opening 
service with Revs. W. H. Stutts and E. J. Flanders assisting. A 
Sunday school has been opened and placed in charge of Mr. Voege. 
It is hoped that early attention for the successful development of 
this field may be given immediately after Synod. 

RISDEEMER, BROOKLYN, N. Y. 

Rev. E. J. Flanders, having been the faithful missionary of this 
church the past year, saw the need and with his people encouraged 
by the help of the Boards, secured a lot beautiful for situation, 
located in one of the best sections of Brooklyn, known as Eastern 
Parkway. The price paid for lot 66x110 was $12,200.00 on which 
payment of $2,500.00 was made and title taken. This means a pull 
such as few realize, unless they know by personal experience that 
the path of the missionary is not strewn with roses. It was our 
pleasure to meet frequently with Pastor Flanders and his people 
and gave them what time we had at our command. 

MORRIS PARK, L. I. 

This section lies midway between City Line and Jamaica where 
. an effort some four years ago was made and for want of proper 
care abandoned. Our attention was again drawn to this place where 
many Lutherans have found a home. A sub-committee with the 
Superintendent inspected this field and also a house to which their 
attention was drawn. This looks like a hopeful field and a Sunday 
school should be organized at an early date, occupying it until proper 
attention can be given which the Committee contemplated doing 
but for the Superintendent's removal to the western part of the 
State. With this field occupied we would hold the gateway to Long 
Island, the most fertile of all missionary fields.

Report of Delegates to the General Synod 

The convention of the General Synod last May was one of great 
importance. It marked an epoch in the history of the Lutheran 
Church of the General Synod. The record of its sessions has al- 
ready appeared in the church papers and the printed minutes, which 
are accessible to the members of Synod. A brief review of some 
of its most important business is, in the judgment of your delegates, 
all that is necessary. 

The convention Was preceded by an enthusiastic meeting of the 
Lutheran Brotherhood in Cincinnati which was largely attended. On 
the first evening of Synod, addresses of welcome were given by 
Hon. George H. Dodge, Governor of Kansas, and other representa- 
tive men. Later Professor Shaler Matthews, D.D., LL.D., Dean of 
Chicago University, and President of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ, spoke on the principles and aims of the Council. 

Rev. W. H. Greever, D.D., Fraternal Delegate from the United 
Synod of the South ; Rev. C. W. Sandt, D.D., Official Visitor from 
the General Council, also addressed the Synod.

52 SIXTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 

We present for your consideration the foOowing items of in- 
terest : The Synod of West Virginia, a newly organized Synod, was 
admitted to the General Synod. The business of the Synod was 
greatly facilitated by the appointment of a Committee of Reference 
and Counsel The General Synod expressed the conviction in the 
adoption of the report of the Board of Foreign Missions, that our 
Young People's Societies and Sunday schools make the subject of 
Missions a part of their program every month, and asks them to 
plan their work so as to give a definite time for Mission Study 
and World Evangelization. Evidences too, in India, show that 
our Lutheran Church from many lands, is beginning to realize its 
oneness of work, as shown by its proposals to unite all our Lu- 
theran Missions in educational and other work, with the ultimate 
aim in view of a United Lutheran Church in India. Recognition 
was also made of the efficient, self-sacrificing labors of our Home 
Missionaries, and of the progress and co-operation of the Woman's 
Home and Foreign Missionary Society. The adoption of the re- 
port on Inner Missions included the appointment of a committee 
which shall report to the next General Synod, a plan and consti- 
tution for the establishment of an Inner Mission Board. 

The memorial of the Synod of East Pennsylvania, regarding the 
work in South America, was lost after an extended discussion. 
Progress was evident in the enlargement of the Deaconess service 
as indicated in the work of the sisters in Orphans' Homes, among 
Italian children, and in the Muhlenburg Mission, Africa, also in the 
erection of a new building to cost $75,000.00, in the near future, for 
the use of the Home for the Aged. A memorial of the Maryland 
Synod was presented to take steps to provide a graduated annuity, 
not to exceed $300.00, for ministers who have been incapacitated 
for ministerial work. The memorial was referred to a committee, 
who in connection with the Trustees of the Pastors' Fund, shall 
consider it and report to the next convention of the General Synod. 
In view of the fact that there were insufficient funds to meet the 
expenses of the General Synod, the Treasurer was authorized to 
borrow $3,000.00 to meet such deficiency. Emphasis was placed 
upon the report of the Committee on the Four Hundredth Anni- 
versary of the Reformation, on October 28th-3ist, 1917. In the need 
of the celebration to afford an opportunity for the review of the 
principles which the Reformation asserts. An Anniversary Com- 
mittee was appointed to have charge of such celebration, and to 
solicit the co-operation of every General Lutheran body in this 
country. 
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The minutes of the District Synods showed that the amendment 
relating to the doctrinal basis of the General Synod, had been unani- 
mously approved. The amendment relative to the representation, was 
adopted. Six thousand dollars were pledged by Synod to liquidate 
the debt of Midland College. Of this amount $350,000 were con- 
tributed by members of our Synod's delegation. The Committee on 
the Common Service was instructed to consider the advisability of 
revising the Orders for the Ministerial Acts, especially those re- 
lating to Marriage and the Burial of the Dead. The apportion- 
ment of our Synod, based on our Synod's communicant member- 
ship, as given by the Statistical Secretary to the General Synod, 
was adopted against the protest of our delegation. The following 
matters are referred to us for action: Two new lines of work 
have been committed to the Board of Education by the recent ac- 
tions of the General Synod, namely, the creation of an endowment 
fund for the support of candidates for the ministry, and the agita- 
tion throughout the Church for the cause of the Christian ministry, 
with a view to securing more candidates. (See Minutes of General 
S3mod, pages 369, 372.) Article 2 of the Constitution of the Board 
of Education was amended by the addition of these words, "and 
to administer the work of Ministerial Education in the General 
Synod." The action of the General Synod relative to the official 
church paper, should receive the attention of the Synod, and espe- 
cially should it receive the support of our pastors. (See Minutes, 
pages 47 and 48, with special attention to recommendations 8 and 9.) 
A resolution concerning salaries of clergymen demands our action. 
(See Minutes, page 113.) A plan for a simultaneous "every member 
canvass" for benevolence, included in the report of the Committee 
on Laymen's Movement, sometime between January and April, 1914, 
should have Synod's consideration. (See Minutes, page 80.) A 
recommendation for the agitation of more efficient methods in 
Ministerial Education by our District Synods, should be considered. 
(See Minutes, page no.) 

Your delegation was faithful in attendance and work, seventeen 
out of eighteen members being present. Our hearts were saddened 
by the death of Rev. G. M. Merschroth, D.D., a member of the dele- 
gation. A resolution of sympathy to his bereaved family, was 
adopted by the General Synod. We had second choice for seats 
in the convention church. Rev. J. B. Remensnyder, D.D., LL.D., the 
retiring President of the General Synod, and a member of our 
Synod, was accorded a seat in the convention with the privilege 
of the floor. 
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The assigned apportionment of the biennium is $1.50 per member 
(including increases of two cents for Foreign Missions, two cents 
for 'Home Missions, six cents for Church Extension, two cents for 
General Synod, and two cents for Tabitha Home), a total increase 
of fourteen cents, to which must be added our own Synod's amount 
for Synodical Treasury and Ministerial Education. 

Approved by the delegation.

Mr. Ethelbert L. Davison completed his theological course at 
Hartwick Seminary in June. He has accepted a call from the 
Raymertown charge and asks to be ordained. 

Mr. Philip M. Luther graduated from Wittenberg College in 
June with good records for class work during the year. He has 
entered Hartwick Seminary for the study of theology. We recom- 
mend that he be granted $150.00. 

We recommend that Mr. William B. Boomhower, of East Berne, 
and Mr. William Schewe, of Middleburg, who are beginning their 
third year in theology at Hartwick Seminary, be granted $150.00 
each. That Mr. John H. Dudde, of Christ Church, New York City, 
and Mr. Louis Wagschal, of Minden, who are beginning their second 
year of theology at Hartwick Seminary, be granted $150.00 each. 

That Mr. Oscar B. Noren, of Bridgeport, Conn., who is beginning 
his senior year at Pennsylvania College, be granted $175.00. 

That Mr. Gordon Schaefer, of St. Peter's Church, of Berlin, 
Ontario, entering the sophomore class at Pennsylvania College, be 
granted $175.00. 

That Mr. Otto E. Voigt, of St. Mark's, Johnstown, and Mr. Dorr 
E. Fritts,' of the Hartwick Seminary Church, who ask to be al- 
lowed to enter the sophomore class at Wittenberg College, in view 
of financial opportunities there, be granted $175.00 each. 

That Mr. Peter Fanning, of Central Bridge, in the academic de- 
partment of Hartwick Seminary, be granted $150.00. 

That Mr. Wilson D. Worman, of Glen Gardner, Spruce Run 
charge, entering the academic department of Hartwick Seminary, be 
granted $150.06. 

That Mr. Frederick C. Frommhagen, of Oneonta, entering the 
academic department of Hartwick Seminary, be granted $150.00. 

That Mr. Hans Henning, of Boonville, in the academic depart- 
ment of Hartwick Seminary, be granted $150.00. 
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That Mr. Chester T. Hallenbeck, of Guilderland Center, who is in 
the freshman class at Pennsylvania, be granted $150.00. 

In view of the fact that Hartwick Seminary is now the property 
of this Synod, received subject to the conditions of the original 
trust, with the pledge to "a larger interest in the endowment and 
support," we believe that our students should give their patronage 
to Hartwick Seminary for so much of their course as is given there. 

We regret that Mr. Arthur Baum, who attended Hartwick Semi- 
nary during the Fall term, did not remain long enough to meet the 
requirements in English. The general rule calls for two years' work 
in English after coming from Germany. 

Mr. Arthur E. Armitage, of Trinity Church, Newark, N. J., has 
failed to return to Pennsylvania College, but is at work earning 
money to take up his course later. 

We recommend that $250.00 be appropriated for the support ol 
students at Breklum, Germany. 

The term reports of our students show commendable diligence in 
their studies, and we believe the money is a good investment for 
the Church. 

We are pleased to report that Rev. R. C. Wright, of Millerton, 
who is now preaching in the Presbyterian Church, has again con- 
tributed $50.00 to Ministerial Education. 

The Winter Memorial Fund, which was invested in a mortgage 
for $3,000.00, has been paid up. Not finding another good mortgage, 
the Attorney of Synod, Elmer S. Luckenbach, Esq., of Hudson, 
placed the fund in the National Savings Bank, of Albany, but is 
looking for something more satisfactory for Synod. 

We recommend that the Treasurer of Synod continue his efforts 
to collect back notes. 

In view of the fact that ten Synods voted against centralizatibn 
of the Ministerial Education Work, seven for it, and five favored it 
with provisos, and by the action of the General Synod it required 
two-thirds of the Synods to adopt, we believe a mistake has been 
made in starting the centralization with less than one-third posi- 
tively favoring it, and that the best interests of Ministerial Educa- 
tion will be advanced by the Synod of New York continuing to 
direct its own work. 

We have a fine company of young men preparing, but need more. 
The divine method is, "Pray ye the Lord of the harvest to send 
forth laborers." We have the promise if we ask, "It shall be 
given." The present scarcity of young men preparing for the great- 
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est work that can be done by man, means that we have not prayed 
aright.

Report of Committee on President's Report 

The Committee to which the President's report was referred re- 
spectfully offers the following to Synod : 

The report of the President records a year of advance and 
progress on the part of Synod and of earnest activity on the part of 
the Executive of Synod in his official capacity. Questions of great 
importance and of gravest moment presenting difficult and distress- 
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ing conditions were brought to him for decision, in addition to the 
usual matters that required his official attention. The report indi- 
cates that he has done an immense amount of painstaking work, 
and that he has administered the affairs of Synod with rare judg- 
ment and wise discrimination. 

Several matters of importance mentioned in the report have been 
referred to committees or to Synod itself. With them this Com- 
mittee has nothing to do and no mention will be made of them. 

The Committee offers the following items : 

1. The Committee recommends that the thanks of Synod be and 
hereby are given to President Wolford for his careful and inde- 
fatigable labor, his expeditions and impartial procedure as a pre- 
siding officer and his earnest efforts to satisfactorily solve every 
question that came before him. 

2. The Committee recommends that in view of all the circum- 
stances that made the application of Mr. Paul M. Young for Ad 
Interim License a special case, the action of the President in grant- 
ing said license be and hereby is approved. 

3. The Committee recommends that the Committee on Constitu- 
tion be and hereby is instructed to prepare for insertion in the Con- 
stitution of Synod an amendment clearly defining the position of 
Synod as opposed to the Licensure System including the granting 
oi Ad Interim License. 

4. The Committee recommends that the officers of Synod in the 
name of Synod be and hereby are instructed to file a protest with 
the officers of the General Synod against the excess of apportion- 
ment laid on this Synod by the General Synod, in adding to the 
communicant membership of Synod the communicant membership 
of the independent congregations served by members of Synod 
upon virhich Synod lays no apportionment, and making this the 
basis of its apportionment, also to formally memorialize the Gen- 
eral Synod requesting that this wrong be righted. 

5. The Committee recommends that the request of the Woman's 
Home and Foreign Missionary Society of the Synod of New York 
that the Minutes of the Society be published with the printed Min- 
utes of Synod be and hereby is granted. 

6. The Committee desires to draw special attention to the item in 
the President's report referring to the deficiency in the Synodical 
Treasury. It calls attention to the fact that the necessary expenses 
of Synod are obligations that must be met and that it is the duty 
of each congregation to contribute to the Synodical Treasury. It 
recommends that the Standing Rule of Synod requiring that the 
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first moneys in each Synodical year to be paid to the Synodical 
Treasurer shall be for the Synodical Treasury, be emphasized and 
that all congregations are hereby urged to adhere strictly to it.

Report of Committee on Resolutions 

In view of the fine reports of the various officers of Synod 
showing that progress has been made along almost every line of 
church work, which progress we attribute to the fostering care and 
guiding hand of Almighty God. 

Resolved, That we render heartfelt gratitude and thanksgiving to 
Almighty God for His mercies and favors which have been ac- 
corded us during the past Synodical year, and which have resulted 
in the larger successes of our Synodical and congregational work, 
and that we supplicate the Great Head of the Church for a con- 
tinuance of those mercies and blessings without which all our efforts 
are without avail. 

Resolved, That in view of the shepherdless and weakened condi- 
tion of many of our up state country congregations, and in conse- 
quence the serious detriment to our Synodical interests in those 
localities, we call the serious attention of our Home Mission Com- 
mittee and Missionary Superintendent to these needy fields to de- 
termine whether some means may not be devised whereby the work 
in these fields, so fruitful in the past, may not be continued. 

Resolved, That in view of the continued inadequate supply of 
candidates for our Lutheran ministry, we reiterate our request that 
each pastor preach at least once a year on the Call to the Gospel 
Ministry, and make more earnest supplications to the Lord of the 
Harvest, and to the mart of intelligent and consecrated young man- 
hood for laborers unto the Harvest. 

Resolved, That the official church paper of our General Synod 
should receive the cordial and hearty support of the congregations 
of our Synod, and especially that of our pastors. 

Resolved, That our Synod indorse the movement of the Laymen, 
as adopted by General Synod, in the plan for a simultaneous "every 
member canvass" for benevolence during the month of March, 1914. 
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Resolved, That in the future duplicate blanks of credentials for 
delegates be furnished each congregation. One to be filled out and 
forwarded to the English Secretary one week prior to the meeting 
of Synod, the other to be brought to Synod by the accredited dele- 
gate. 

Resolved, That we extend to the pastor and congregation of 
St. James' Lutheran Church, of Gloversville, our sincere thanks for 
the use of their beautiful church, and for their cordial hospitality, 
for the excellent services of choir and organist, and for the fine 
social reception tendered this Synod by the whole congregation. 

Resolved, That we congratulate congregation and pastor upon 
their successes and pray God's choicest blessings and benedictions 
upon their future labors; that the organist and sexton be reim- 
bursed by the usual amounts for their services, and that these reso- 
lutions be read to the congregation of this church.

The Committee on the State of the Church submitted the 
following : 

Report on the State of the Church 

To the praise of the grace of God in Christ, we would gratefully 
record the fact that our churches of the Synod have not been 
without many tokens of the Divine favor, since the last report 
presented to this body. It is impossible to give the exact percentage 
of increase or decrease because lack of information in subjects re- 
ported; and the present plan of securing information from reports 
made to the Conferences is unsatisfactory. 
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Attendance upon the preached Word and the ordinances of God's 
house has been excellent; excepting in some of our city churches, 
where worldliness is eating the life out of its members. Our time- 
honored custom of instructing the young preparatory to confirma- 
tion has been gaining in the affections of the Church. Your Com- 
mittee would rejoice if they dared state that it was as universal as 
the existence of our Zion. We trust that period is rapidly approach- 
ing. Additions by confirmation have been larger during this year 
than for several preceding years. Our offerings for benevolen pur- 
poses have increased rather than diminished, even in these days -of 
the cost of high living. 

The Sunday school operations, within our bounds, have gained in 
extent and influence. 

Most of our Young People's Societies, Luther Leagues, and Chris- 
tian Endeavor Societies are in a flourishing condition. The Lu- 
theran Brotherhood Societies are on the increase in numbers of 
chapters and members. We look to these for great things for our 
Zion in the years to come. 

We hereby submit to you the condensed reports from each Con- 
ference as reported by them to us.

southern conference 

Conditions seem to be about uniform in the various churches. 
We received about 27 reports from the whole Conference. The 
material conditions seem to be fairly good. Pastors* salaries, such 
as they are, have been paid and the regular expenses have been met, 
but the great majority have been unable to meet their full appor- 
tionment for benevolence, although there is a commendable effort 
to raise the dues for General Synod and Synodical Treasury. One 
great encouragement is the faithful, devoted service of our pastors, 
who seem to give themselves with whole heartedness to their work 
with many sacrifices, and lament the lack of spirituality both in the 
membership and in the community. Many are hindered with heavy 
indebtedness on church property and the difficulty with their regu- 
lar expenses hinders them in the raising of benevolence. The Sun- 
day schools seem to be strong and doing good work in every way 
and contributing not only toward local expenses, but also toward 
benevolence. The great difficulty seems to be a want of deep and 
permanent desire for spiritual things, and the commercialism of the 
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age effects everything, and finds its way into the activities of the 
Church. Many churches have been built and many material im- 
provements have been made, and there appears in some quarters a 
growing interest in missions. On the whole the reports are encour- 
aging and in faith in the Great Head of the Church the pastors 
thank God and take courage. 

HUDSON CX)N^eRENCE 

Having examined the reports presented by the various congrega- 
tions we undertake to frame a report on the State of the Church 
in this Conference, but we find these reports too meagre to give us 
a very definite idea of existing conditions. Most of the reports 
speak favorably of present conditions and future prospects; but we 
also think we can discover an undertone of regret for certain ex- 
isting, though unexpressed conditions, in the Church. The material 
interests of the Church seem to be in a flourishing condition. 
Progress is being made along the lines of property improvement. 
Financial matters, both as to expenses and benevolence, indicate 
a willingness on the part of the people to give quite generously to 
the support of the Gospel at home and abroad. With one or two 
exceptions, the reports speak encouragingly of the attendance at the 
Sunday morning service. The evening service is not so favorably 
mentioned. In nearly every case the mid-week service is too lightly 
attended. The young people are showing commendable interest in 
their work, and in a few instances Brotherhood organizations are 
reported to be doing good work. The one great lack that we dis- 
cover in all our congregations is spirituality. In these strenuous 
days the stream of vital piety seems to be running low. What is 
needed to make the Church the power she is designed to be is a 
revival of spiritual interests. We have equipment enough for the 
work, and if it could be operated by purely spiritual power the 
Church would make mighty strides along all lines of Christian work. 
Let us pray for the Holy Spirit to take full possession of our hearts 
and our hands that our life and service may be to the glory of 
Christ and the rapid progress of His kingdom upon earth. 

HARTWICK CONFER^NC^ 

Twenty-eight reports were received, twenty were written and eight 
were verbal. These reports indicate that the churches of the Hart- 
wick Conference are in a prosperous condition. There has been a 
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small increase in the membership and the finances of the churches 
are in splendid condition. A number of churches have improved 
their church and parsonage properties and payments have been made 
on church debts. The spiritual condition of our churches is good, 
and peace and harmony prevail. Churches without pastors have 
been provided with preaching service at more or less regular inter- 
vals. There has been a considerable increase in the benevolence 
of the Conference. 

WESTERN CONFERENCE 

Reports were received from eleven of the twelve congregations 
belonging to the Conference. There were no vacancies at the time 
of the meeting of Conference. None of the churches report discour- 
aging losses of any kind. Remarkable progress has been made in 
the matter of catechization, one pastor reporting a course extending 
over four years. As a whole the outlook is promising. 

GERMAN CONFERENCE 

Reports from the fourteen congregations of this Conference show 
that these are in a prosperous condition. Pastors and people are 
working faithfully for the upbuilding of the Kingdom of Christ. 
There has been a marked progress and growth along spiritual, 
benevolent and material lines. The outlook for still greater success 
is very auspicious. 

Adopted. 

The following resolution was presented and adopted. 

Resolved, That a Committee of Five be appointed by the Presi- 
dent for the purpose of preparing a uniform blank to be used by 
the conferences in securing the reports on the State of the Church. 
That this Committee be given authority to have these blanks printed 
and distributed to the Chairmen of Conference Committees of the 
State of the Church, to be used at all future sessions of the con- 
ferences. That the Chairmen of the Conference Committees on the 
State of the Church be instructed to tabulate his reports as soon as 
his conference adjourns and forward the same to the Chairman of 
the Synodical Committee. 

The Committee on Memoirs read its report. 
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Report of Committee on Memoirs 

Since the last meeting of our Synod, two of our ministerial 
brethren have finished their earthly labors and entered upon that 
rest that remaineth for the people of God. 

These brethren were the Rev. H. J. Watkins, of Lockport, and 
the Rev. G. M. Merschroth, D.D., of Syracuse, N. Y. 

REV. HORATIO J. WATKINS 

This beloved brother died in his home in Lockport, N Y., on 
Wednesday, January 22d, 1913. He was born at Hagerstown, Md., 
May 6th, 1838. From a biographical sketch written by himself and 
published in the Lutheran Observer by Dr. Wolford we have gath- 
ered the following facts: 

At the age of ten he lost his father when for four years he lived 
with his uncle, a pious farmer, where family worship made a deep 
impression on his youthful mind. 

At the age of sixteen he united with St. John's Church, under the 
ministry of Dr. Anspach. We next find the boy four years later 
determined to study for the ministry, against the advice of his 
friends, who thought he was too weak to stand the strain of hard 
study. He says, "I left home for Gettysburg College with five dol- 
lars in my pocket, not knowing where the money was to come from 
for my education. I had received but a small salary during the 
four years I was learning a trade, and gave one-half of it to my 
mother. Arriving at Gettysburg I reported to Dr. Baugher, who 
was able to secure for me some scholarships. At vacations, and 
sometimes during the sessions, I sold books to increase my income. 
In the Spring of 1864 I spent six weeks in the service of the United 
States Christian Commission at Nashville, Tenn. I then returned 
to college, but as soon as the examinations for graduation were 
passed I returned to the Commission, spending six months at Camp 
Reynolds." From here he spent four years in Home Missionary 
work at Canal Dover, Ohio. His next charge was at Ardmore, Pa., 
where he labored five years. His next charge was at Newville, Pa., 
where he says, "On a Sunday morning following a revival 175 mem- 
bers were received." After laboring for four and a-half years as 
pastor of St. Paul's Church, September 30th, 1883, he accepted a 
call to the First Lutheran Church, at Lockport, N. Y. After labor- 
ing here with great fidelity for nearly thirty years, the Master said, 
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"it is enough" and "He giveth His beloved sleep." One of the most 
striking characteristics of our departed brother was his devotion and 
consecration to the Master he served. He was "an Israelite indeed 
in whom there was no guile." For more than a quarter of a century 
he continued as pastor of the First Lutheran Church, at Lockport, 
beloved by all his members, and extending his influence for good 
more widely with the progress of the years. His brethren of the 
ministry of that city testified that "he was one of the positive forces 
for righteousness in our city." 

While faithful to his duties in his own parish, our departed 
brother was not indifferent to the wider interests of the whole 
Church. By voice and gift he was always ready to render efficient 
service to the general benevolence of the Church. 

The following "Appreciation" was published in one of the Lock- 
port papers: "Mr. Watkins was not, perhaps, a learned preacher, 
as the world rates learnedness. But he had acquired the learning 
that comes to a man from living on intimate terms with the Great 
Teacher. He was not an eloquent man as men count eloquence, but 
he had in his sermon the golden eloquence that inheres in deep con- 
viction and earnest purpose. He was not a great man as the world 
gauges greatness, but, far better, he possessed the greatness that 
God reckons to all of them of whom He says, *And they shall be 
Mine in the day when I make up My jewels.*" 

The last scene in the church he had served so long was at the 
administration of the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper. 

Surviving him, besides his wife, are three sons and three daugh- 
ters and one grandson. 

REV. GEORGE M. MERSCHROTH, D.D. 

Dr. Merschroth died at his home in Syracuse, N. Y., April 25th, 
1913. He confirmed his last confirmation class on Palm Sunday 
and administered the Communion for the last time on Easter Sun- 
day only a few weeks before his death, thus continuing his labors to 
the end of his life where he spent the greater part of his minis- 
terial life and among a people whom he dearly loved. Our departed 
brother was born in Germany on the i8th of August, i860, and was 
baptized and confirmed in the place of his birth. He came to 
America at the age of 22 years and pursued his theological studies 
under Dr. Giese in Chicago. He was ordained October 7th, 1883, 
by the Wartburg Synod at Golden, 111. His first charge was at 
Pomeroy, Iowa. Here he first met his wife, Miss Augusta Rein- 
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hardt, sister of Rev. August Reinhardt, by whom they were married, 
February 15th, 1885. The same year he received a call to St. Paul's 
Church, Syracuse, N. Y., which church he continued to serve until 
his death. The family of Dr. Merschroth, which survives him, con- 
sists of his wife and three daughters. 

At the time of his death he was President of the German Confer- 
ence of our Synod and President of the Lutheran Ministerial Asso- 
ciation of Syracuse. During his long pastorate -of 29 years in this city 
his labors were not in vain in the Lord. The church he served, not only 
prospered under his ministry, but his influence for good extended 
far beyond the bounds of his own congregation. This was evidenced 
by the large crowd, including city officials, who were present at his 
funeral. His sympathetic nature and kindness of heart, and readi- 
ness to lend a helping hand to the needy, won for him many friends. 

At the funeral, which was largely attended, the following breth- 
ren officiated : Rev. R. Kessler gave an address in German, followed 
by Rev. Dr. Zimmerman in English. Rev. A. S. Hardy spoke briefly 
in behalf of the Synod, and Rev. Dr. Dattan conducted the services. 
The services at the grave were conducted by the Rev. Wm. Popcke. 

With these brief sketches of the lives of our departed brethren, 
your Committee would offer the following: 

Whereas, Since we last met in Synodical convention it hath 
pleased the Great Head of the Church to call from their earthly 
labors, two of our ministerial brethren, who for many years have 
faithfully labored in the territory of this Synod; therefore. 

Resolved, That in the death of these brethren the Church has lost 
two of its long-tried and faithful ministers, and this Synod, two of 
its eminently useful members. 

Resolved, That while we drop from our roll two names of long 
standing, we are reminded that the longest term of service possible 
for us in the vineyard of the Lord, is short; that eternity is con- 
stantly drawing nearer, and that it becomes us to do with our might 
what our hands find to do, for soon time with us shall end. 

Resolved, That as a Synod, we hereby tender to the bereaved 
families and friends of our departed brethren, our heartfelt sym- 
pathy, and commend them to that God of all grace and consolation, 
whom their loved ones so faithfully served.

The minutes of the afternoon sessions were read and ap- 
proved. 

The session closed with prayer by Rev. Wm. Baum, D.D. 

Thursday Evening Session 

The Ordination Service was conducted by the officers 
of Synod. 

Rev. F. H. Knubel, D.D., delivered the Ordination Ser- 
mon, based upon 2 Cor. 4 : 4. Theme, "Realizing the Char- 
acter of Christ." 
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The following brethren were ordained to the office of 
the Gospel ministry: George T. Heinz, Paul M. Young, 
George H. Kling, Frederick Ellermann, and Ethelbert L. 
Davison. 

The Resolutions of Thanks, adopted by Synod to the pas- 
tor and congregation of St. James' Church, were read. 

The President of Synod pronounced a benediction and 
declared Synod finally adjourned sine die.
